Conditions in Capital Better. 
Conditions in Mexico City are consid 
erably improved, according to official 
dispatches received by the state de- 
partment and the British embassy to- 
day, and the administration is encour- 
aged to believe that the warning given 
Gen. Carranza has had the desired ef- 
fect. 

Gen. Carranza’s formal reply concern- 
ing conditions in Mexico City was re- 
ceived at the state department late to- 
night. It was cabled in code and is 
now being deciphered for submigsion to 
Mr. Bryan tomorrow. 

Getting Ready for Intervention. 
Administration officials, however, are 
not blind to the possibility that the im- 
provement in conditions 2 Mexico City 
is only transitory, They hope that armed 
intervention will not be forced upon the 
United States, but they are giving some 
attention to that contingency. . 

Mr. Bryan has been giving close study 
to an opinion rendered by a state de- 
partment official on the probable effect 
of American intervention in Mexico, This 
op§nion asserts that the undertaking 
would be extremely serious; that it would 
unite all Mexican factions against the 
United States and bring on a long and 
bleody war. The opinion also dwells 
on the suspicion and distrust of the 
United States which such a move would 
arouse among all Latin-American na- 
tions. 

Words of Vila. 

In @ message sent from Torreon teday 
Gen. Villa declared that in event of in- 
tervention of foreign troops to subdue the 
Carranza forces he and all other Mezi- 
cans would unite against the invaders. 

He degied recent interviews in Ameri- 
can newspapers, which, he said, had just 
been called to his attention, in which he 
was quoted as saying that he would not 
oppose armed intervention on the part of 
several powers “ to reduce the Carranza 
to order,” provided that he would be 
made commander of such a move. 

” There is nothing more grotesque and 
absurd than such an assertion,’’ the mes- 
sage from the northern leader said, 
“ since I, as a true Mexican, always have 
insisted that all our troubles be settled 
solely among ourselves. Should, unfortu- 
nately, some nation Invade our territory, 
I would be ready to fight against it with- 
out measuring the danger or the number 
of the invaders unutil I should see the 
entire country in the possession of Mex- 
leans only.

London Sure New Move

LONDON, March 10.—News received 
from Paris tonight that the French gov- 
ernment has given permission to the Gari- 
baldi legion now fighting in the Argonne 
to return to Italy, presumably in response 
to &@ mobilization call, is regarded here as 
an indication that Italy's mind is made up 
and that it is about to take an active part 
in the war on the side of the allies, 

The firat report to the effect that the 
legion had been disbanded ig denied in 
Paria, where it is explained that the only 
official action taken has been the grant- 
ing of permiasion to the Italian soldiers 
fighting for France to go back to their 
own country if they desire to do so. 

Those who remain In France will con- 
tinue in service under the French colors. 


Result of Garibaldi’s Mission? 

It is believed here that this is a resuit 
of the visit to London of Gen. Ricciotto 
Garibaldi, whose son, Col. Peppino Gari- 
baidi, is commander of the Italian Legion 
in the French army, 

Before leaving Rome Gen. Garibaid! 
said he was going to London to have « 
conference with Lord Kitchener regard- 
ing the future action of Italy, and it was 
understood that in case Italy joined the 
allies Gen. Garibaldi would be the com- 
mander of the Italian corps taking « 
direct part in the fighting in France. 

Two Garibaldis War Victims. 

Two of Gen. Garibaldi’s sona—Bruno 
and Constante—have given their lives for 
France in the Argonme fighting and the 
services of the entire legion have been 
more than once the subject of commenda- 
tion fn the official announcements of the 
French war office. 

These soldiers have proved euch a valua- 
ble aid to the French commanders on the 
right wing of the army in France that !t 
is scarcely to be believed that they should 
be released from their engagement now 
without a definite agreement between the 
governments of France and Italy that the 
shifting of the troops would mean noth- 
ing more than temporary inactivity, their 
ultimate destination being incorporation 
in the Italian army fighting on the side 
of the entente powers.

The Frye’s manifest showed it bound 
for Queenstown “ for orders.”

INQUIRY AMONG FRYE’S CREW.

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DUNNE MESSAGE 
URGES ENDING OF 


DEATH PENALTY 


Governor Says Capital Punish- 
ment Is Brutal and Falls 
fo Stop Grimes. 


Springfield, IM., March 10.—Pleas for 
the pasage of a law abolishing capital 


, punishment in Illinois and the appropriat- 


ing of $1,000 for the carrying on of the 
work of the state commission on unem- 
ployment were made in two special mes- 
sages sent to the legislature today by 
Gov. Dunne. 

Referring to capital punishment, the 
message says: 

“I respectfully recommend the pas- 
sage of a law abolishing capital punish- 
ment in the state of Ilinols. 

“The strongest, if not the only logical 


argument tn favor of its retention, is that 


it acts as a deterrent upon the criminal 
and is therefore a protection to society 
against the commission of murder. If it 
proved to be such a deterrent, I would not 
urge its abolition, but experience in the 
United States does not sustain the con- 
tention. Capital pumishment by law hag 
been placed upon and has remained upon 
the statute books cf nearly all of the 
states of thie nation since the inception of 
their governments. Up to the year 1913, 


‘only six states of the United States had 


abolished the death penalty. In 1913 the 
state of Washington abolished capital 
punishment. 


No Decrease in Crimes. 

“™ United States statistics of 1910 show 
that five of these states rank among the 
twenty states having the lowest per cap- 
ita of homicides, all of these five states 
having a percentage of less than .08 in 
each 10,000 inhabitants. The other non- 


| capital punishment etate, Kansas, has 


the same percentage of homicides, 1.01 In 


} 10,000, as have the states of Illinois and 


Maryland, in both of which capital pun- 
ishment has been enforced. 

“The twenty-one states of the union 
having the highest percentage of homi- 
cides, all of which have a greater per- 
centage per capita than Illinois, Kansas 
and Maryland, have capital punishment 
in their criminal codes, and such punish- 
ment has been duly enforced. 

“From the foregoing statement of sta- 
tistics it will be seen thtat the states hav- 
ing a capital punishment law rank as a 
rule among the states having the great- 
est percentage of homicides, while those 
which have abolished capital punishment 
as a rule rank among those which have 
the lowest percentage of homicides. . 


Prisons as Deterrents. 

“Such condign and repulsive punish- 
ment has, therefore, failed to have a 
more deterrent effect than imprisonment 
in the United States. 

“Why, then, should capital punish- 
ment be longer retained in Illinois? 

“In thie state of ours 651 homicides 
were committed in 1910 after nearly a 
century's enforcement of this law, while 
in our neighboring state of Wisconsin, 
where capital punishment has been abol- 
ished, the percentage of homicides has 
not been much ovér 50 per cent per capita 
of those committed in Illinois, 

“ Taking human life is only justifiable 
in self-defense. Under the pretense of 
self-defense, the people of the state of 
Iilincis have been for years taking hu- 
man life under the forms of law. Asa 
defense of society against murder, judi- 
cial taking of human life has proved to 
be a failure. It has proved to be no de- 
fense. : 

‘“‘Imprisonment is equally effective, 
with less opportunity of irrevocable mis- 
take. ‘Thou shalt not kill’ is the law of 
Christianity and should be the law of 
twentieth century humanity.” 

A third message asks for an appropria- 
tion for the teaching of agricultural eco- 
momics and for the development of agri- 
cultural resources.

A leaflet campaign to encourage women 
to register on March 16 was started yes- 
terday by the central municipal citizen- 
ship committee of the Woman's City club. 
In each -of the thirty-five wards of the 
city will be distributed 10,000 of the leaf- 
lets before the April election. The Sixth 
ward already has ordered the first 10,000 
pamphlets. 

Although there are approximately 656,- 
381 women in Chicago eligible to vote, only 
218,712 women are registered. It is the 
purpose of the committee to get out the 
balance,

Few of the women have registered and | 
voted,"’ Miss 8. Grace Nicholes, executive 
secretary of the central municipalsiti- 
zenship committee said. ‘ In the Twen- 
ty-fifth ward, where the largest woman's 
vote wae cast at the primary, only a fifth 
voted. There were 8,261 who voted when 
36,868 were eligible.’ |

How to : hte a Hotbed. 


PRING is short, and steps so di- 
rectly from winter in northern lati- 
tudes that those who want blooms 
in late May and June must start 
seedlings in pots and boxes in the 

house, or trust their luck to a hotbed. 

Hotbeds are the standbys of suburban 

gerdeners. They are not confined to the 
country, nor to the ground in the lot, 
but porch gardeners have been Known 
to have them. They may cover square 
yards of surface, or be the size of one 
window sash or a soap box, if a small 
scale is desirable. 

The hotbed is a device to get ahead of 
a northern climate. It is called a hotbed 
because the manure bedding generates 
heat and the glass cover confines the air 
and concentrates the sun rays. There 
may be other scientific reasons, but these 
are enough for the amateur flower grower 
who is in a hurry. 

With a hotbed he does not care if the 
temperature is sinking toward frost, or 
if the furnace fires go out. In the hot- 
bed under glass his seeds will come up, 
and if there is a little ventilation to keep 
it from getting too hot and an old mat or 
cloth tO throw over the glass when it 
sieets, the growth will be as satisfactory 
as if he were gardening in a perfect 
climate. 

~—— 

_ Every TrriBuNe flower lover can make 

his own hotbed, or if he is tempted to buy 
one of the ready-mades he will find out 
its uses. To make a hotbed, choose your 
jJocation in asunny, unshaded place handy 
for work. It is best not to put it in a flow- 
er bed or border where you may want to 
work the soll and get ready for perma- 
nent planting. 

Having found the place, mark off a 
square as big as the frame you will set 

up later. Dig out at least a foot in depth 
of earth and throw on a pile at the side. 


The Garden Editor will give e2- 
pert advice on planning gardens, or- 
ganizing garden olubs, and planting 
flowers, vegetables, or shrubs. The 
amateur gardener is invited to tell.

Fit in a frame of boards not less than 
twelve inches wide. Get rotted manure 
from a stable or a passing farmer's cart, 
and make a six inch or deeper layer of it. 

Then throw back your original soil, 
rake fine, and sow the seeds of the annuals 
in.neat rows. EXxconomize all the space. 

Stick the labels of the seeds where they 
belong. This will identify the green 
sprouts, but by and by you will knéw 
the difference between alyasum, pansies, 
poppies, and nasturtiums or verbenaa, 

Small box hotbeds make fun for porch 
gardens. Chikiren watch them as magic 
boxes in school gardens. The glass cov- 
ers to the hotbede are usuaily loose and 
laid on the top, though sometimes they are 
hinged to the frame.
